The storm was accop- 
panied by heavy hail that stayed 
on the ground until ten p.m. 

Fourteen people were injuried 
but none killed, in spite of the 
total destruction in some areas. 

The Elba airport suffered 
heavy damage with a hanger and 
21 aircraft either damaged or 
destroyed. 

About 15 mobile homes were 
destroyed and 8 to 10 others 
turned over. Several chicken 
houses were completely dest- 
royed and ~ many, many trees 
were felled in just a few min- 
utes. Insurance agents report 
that there'is no way for them 
to know the total amount of 
the damage yet as many claims 
are still coming into their of - 
fices.

STORM DAMAGE REPORT 


Mr. and Mrs. Arthur D. 
Flowers of McCall’s Store Com- 
munity were in their trailer 
when it overturned, “It hap- 
pened so quickly we didn’t have 
time to be scared - we didn’t 
know what had happened.” Only 
a few chairs remain undama- 
ged - the worth of the stove 
and refrigerator was undeter- 
mined, as they were intact, but 
upside down. One end of the 
trailer plopped into a Spring 
potato patch. They don’t know 
when the utility pole made con- 
tact with the trailer. 

Another trailer belonging to 
Anna Laura White was turned 
bottom-side up. She was not 


there. 
A cow-barn belonging to 
Mrs. Virginia McGowan was 


damaged, and her antenna bowed 
down past the roof of the house, 
to block the entrance to the 
back door. She said she “was 
not scared. I just trusted in 
the Lord, and knew He would 
take care of ys, whatever be- 
tide, and I comforted the lady 
with me with those words. I 
said, ‘If God wants us, He’ll 
get us this afternoon, and if 
not, He’ll get everyone around 
here and leave us.’ I had just 
beeu meditating with the Lord 
and I was not scared at all. 
I heard the rumbling and said, 
’Well, I guess it got Anna Lau- 
ra’s trailer, and came to the 
door, and sure enough, it had 
got it.’” 

Four houses on the New Br- 
ockton Highway,past the swim- 
ming pool were damaged. Only 
the roof over a bedroom in one 
house was taken off. Another 
of the houses had the porch 
roof mashed down and it fell 
from its, blocks to rest at an 
angle on the ground. 

TROY HIGHWY 

A huge, old oak fell onto 
the house of L. T. Veasey, on 
the Elba-Troy Highway. No- 
one was home, and when they 
returned, they found the living 
room full of water and wet 
furniture. This was the room 
mostly damaged by the tree. 
Mr. Veasey’s truck was under- 
neath the tree, but a small 
bent place was about the only 
damage to it. The old tree 
was rotted and weak in the cen- 
ter. 

WOODLAND GROVE 

In the Woodland Grove Com- 
munity, down Coffee County 25, 
(Rt. 1, Elba), the trailer of 
Mrs. Judy Qualls was jerked 
off its base onto the ground. 
She did not receive any in- 
juries, only shaken up. Her 
husband, on his way home, had 
to stop and wait out the storm, 
as he could not go on. 

Mrs. Beulah Mae Allen and 
her two daughters, Cindy and 
Pam, were forced to stop, their 
station wagon turning comple- 
tely around in the road. “I 
don’t know when we turned ar- 
ound. I suddenly could not see 
a thing, not even the hood of 
the car, and I just stopped and 
said ’Well, girls, we are just 
in the hands of the Lord now, 
I've done all I can do.’ They 
made no cry or sound, and we 
all just sat there and prayed. 
I know the Lord was with us, 
I could just feel His presence. 
When the storm subsided and 
I saw where we had stopped, I 
could see that directly ahead of 
us was a fill, and we would 
have gone off in there if I hadi 
not stopped when I did.” Then 
when she got home, a huge tree 
was blocking the driveway and 
she could not get in. 

Rudolph Wyrosdick lost one 
chicken house completely to the 


r) 


storm and incurred approxima- 
tely $4,000 worth of damage to 
the remaining one. The tin 
roofs, siding, lumber and in- 
side fixtures were snatched fr- 
om the one chicken house to 
go sailing 400 feet over the 


other, coming to rest in the 
pasture and the Wyrosdick’s 
back yard - some of it on top 
of their car, causing damage to 
one side. The roof of the barn 
was also taken, along with a 
shed on one side causing deb- 
ris to fall on his parked truck, 
and damaging it also. The roof 
of his house will also have to 
be repaired. 

A bedroom window crashed 
in, making an opening for the 
blowing rain. Mrs. Wyrosdick 
relates “I had got Donna and 
Dena into the bathroom, when 
my husband called for a hammer 
to nail in a threatening door, 
and when I went to help him, 
I heard Dena scream, and I 
thought the whole house was 
going. I just knew we were all 
going to be killed. We were 
praying as hard as we could. 
Then the window broke with a 
loud crack.” 

The tornado swept next door 
onto the property of Stillman 
Daniels. Part of his barn roof 
was piled up against a chicken 
house, and the ends of two oth- 
er chicken houses torn out. Th- 
tse belonged to his son, John. 
Mr. and Mrs. Daniels were eat- 
ing supper and did not hear any- 
thing other than the rain. “I 
looked out the window, saw some 
tin lying around, and decided I'd 
go see what was the matter - and 
I was shocked when I went to 
the door!”, said Mrs. Ovie Dan- 
iels. Their house is across the 
road from the barn and chicken 
houses. Neither the Wyrosdicks 
nor Daniels’ had chickens inthe 
houses. 

On down the way went the 
storm, this time sending its 
wrath into the chicken houses 
of John Asher. He and his son, 


Mike, were in one of them, 
Yeeding. This one was torn up 


and the other one completely 
wrecked also. Only wooden fr- 
ames and dead chickens were 
left. 

Mr. Asher had 12,000 ch- 
ickens, and lost approximately 
25% of them. With damage to 
a couple of out-buildings, and 
his truck where falling tin hit 
it, he estimates his loss to be 
between $20,000 - $25,000. Al- 
so, a fence, plus posts, was 
flattened to the ground; and a 
“fall, cross-beamed self-feeder 
‘for cattle inanother pasture was 
destroyed. 

Marie Asher was alone in 
the house, and said she “just 
knew John and Mike were kil- 
led.” They did not get hurt. 

The poultry company sent 
a truck out, and they worked 
till 5:00 a.m. getting the live 
chickens loaded. 

Mr. I. J. White’s barn was 
piled board on top of board, 
exposing tractor, tools and 
equipment to the elements. 

Electric lines were down, 
several of them across the 
road. 

Mr. Elmer Taylor, Elba City 
School Superintendent says eight 
pines were lost to the storm at 
he Elementary Schoo]. Also, 

here was damage‘to two build:- 
ings in the City Schoot Systém- 
one on Mulberry Heights cam- 
pus - the roof of the old gym- 
nasium; and the roof on a build- 
ing which housed the old lunch- 
room at the Middle School. 
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POSTCARD VOTER REGIS- 
TRATION WOULD CREATE 
“BIG BROTHER” MONSTER, 
“BIG BROTHER” MONSTER, 
FEW VOTES 


In November, 1971, a bill 
came before the United States 
Senate which would have per- 
mitted the registration of vot- 
ers through the use of a post- 
card mailing system. I took 
an active leadership in oppo- 
sition to the bill, and a majo- 
rity of the Senate supported my 
‘motion to table the bill, kil- 
ling it for the 92nd Congress. 

1 cautioned then that those 
who favored this dangerous leg- 
_islation would bring it up again. 
Now, more than a year later, 
the voter-registration-by-post- 
card bill has again become the 
business of the Senate. And 
once again I am in active oppo- 
sition to it. 


Some of us refer to this 
bill as the “tombstone regis- 
tration bill because it would 
open voting lists to fictittous 
Names and even the names of 
people who are dead. It would 
set up a Federal Voter Regis- 
tration Administration to mail 
postcards, with return cards at- 
tached, to every postal addr- 
ess in the country. At least 
100 million cards would be 
mailed before every primary or 


election ‘of Federal offitials, 
and then as many additional 


‘times as the Federal bureau- 


crats desire. 
Everyone: would get a card 


whether or not he was already 
qualified to vote. 


If these 100 
million cards were stacked up, 
one on top of the other, figur- 
ing 25 double cards to be 1 


‘inch, that would mean that th- 


ere would be 300 such cards 
to the foot. So a stack of 
cards the height of the 555 
foot Washington Monument wou- 
ld be 160,000 cards. The 100 
million cards would make 625 


‘stacks each the height of the 


‘Washington Monument. Think of 
that: There would be 625 st- 
acks each the height of the Wash- 
ington Monument. Just how wo- 
uld the already overburdened 
postal service handle that load? 

This program would cost at 
least $50 million a year and 
would open the way for fraud, 
confusion, massive red tape 
and added federal control of 
elections and the election pro- 
cess. 

The proposed registration 
by postcard proposal would be 


just one more Federal club 
held over the States to force 
them to revise their election 
laws. It would inject the Fed- 
eral government into an area 
which up to now has been the 
sole prerogative of the individ- 
ual states. An awesome array 
of information about each Am- 
erican citizen would be concen- 
trated in this Federal agency 
with power over our electoral 
and political processes. In 
short, this is not simply a vot; 
er registration-by-mail bill, ° 
but it is a vehicle for big brd- 
ther control of elections. 

The one thing we don’t need 
is more Federal voting laws. 
Everyone who is 18 years of 
age and over and a resident 
citizen can register to vote. 
There are no literacy require- 
ments, no educational réquire- 
ments and even patients inmen- 
tal hospitals and prison in- 
mates could become registered 
voters. Certainly, voter par- 
ticipation in elections is low, 
but the main trouble is not that 
seople don’t register. It is 
that those who are registered 
don’t vote. 


‘ESJC OFFERS VETERANS COUNSELING SERYICE 


Special educational counsel- 
ing services for Vietnam vet- 
erans has been established at 
Enterprise State Junior College, 
Tommy Johnson, Dean of Stud- 
ent Affairs, announced this 


Johnson said Frank Clark, a 
retired Navy Chief Petty Of- 
ficer now serving as a guid- 
ance counselor, has been de- 
signated as veteran and mili- 
tary counselor at ESJC. Af- 
ter retiring from the U. S. 
Navy, Clark earned his Assoc- 
iate Degree at ESJC, his Bach- 
elor’s Degree at Troy State 
and his Master’s in counseling 
at TSU. Clark has worked clo- 
sely with the Veterans Admin- 
istration and is prepared to as- 
sist veterans in career plann- 
ing and educational objectives. 

Johnson said that under the 
Vietnam GI Bill the veteran 
must pay his tuition and exp- 
enses from his monthly allow- 
ance. The tuition at ESJC for 
as full-time veteran is only 
$67.50 per quarter which is 
$110 to $150 per guarter less 
than at most .niversities. He 
said, “A veteran with one de- 
pendent carrying 12 quarter 
hours or more at ESJC re- 
ceives $261 per month under 
the G. I. Bill. In one year 
(four quarters) his tuition at 

SJC would be $270 compar- 
ed with $700 to $840 at a sen- 
ior institution. This is a sav- 
ings of from $430 to $570 whi- 
ch the veteran will have avail- 
able for other purposes.” Joh- 
nson urged all veterans in the 
ESJC area to check the junior 
college’s quality education pro- 
gram and facilities before mak- 
ing a decision. Additional fin- 
ancial aid is available to eli- 
gible veterans under work- 
study and other federal pro- 
grams at the junior college.

Alahama To Observe 
Anti-Litter Campaign 


he State Highway Depart- 
ment will observe Governor 


George Wallace’s proclamation 
of Alabama Quality Control 
Month by waging anall-out cam- 
paign to remove litter from the 
highways beginning April 23, 
Director Ray Bass announced, 

The- week long anti-litter 
campaign, spearheaded by the 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts of 
Alabama, will focus on the need 
for clean, properly maintain- 
ed highways. 

“Not only is litter a threat 
to the environment and a safe- 
ty hazard, but it is costing Al- 
abama citizens thousands of tax 
dollard each year,” Bass said. 

The cost of litter pick-up 
along Alabama highways has 
been steadily increasing in re- 
cent years. According to Bass, 
litter pick-up in 1968 cost Al- 
abamians $342,930, by 1970 the 
cost had increased to $677,129 
and in 1972 the State spent 
$944,106 to clean up state ro- 
ads), 

‘whe Department hopes that 
such programs as this one will 
heighten public awareness of the 
problem and encourage motor- 
ists to use litter bags in their 
cars or place their trash in 
proper litter barrels. 

According to Bass, the High- 


way Department will assist any, 


civic groups, scouts, school 
groups or concerned citizens 
who wish to join the battle 
against litter and the rising 
cost of litter removal by furn- 
ishing trucks and drivers to 
remove any collected litter. 
“In his proclamation Gover- 
nor Wallace urged all citizens 
and public officials to join in 
an effort to protect andimprove 
our environment.

“Outreach” 
To Aid Vietnam 
Servicemen 


The Veterans Administration 
has stepped up its “outreach” 
program of informing Vietnam 
Era veterans and servicemen, 
including returned prisoners of 
war, of the availability of gov- 
ernment benefits. VA officials 
noted that “outreach” efforts be- 
gin while servicemen are on 
active duty, and continue after 
discharge. 

Thus far, GI Bill details 
have been provided to two mil- 
lion servicemen in Vietnam. An- 
other. 250,000 have been coun- 
seled in military hospitals,and 
ieee million at separation po- 
ints. 

“Outreach” is continued af- 
ter discharge, and veterans as- 
sistance counselors at 72 Vet- 
erans Assistance Centers ar- 
ound the country. have inter- 
viewed 1.5 million veterans. 

In addition, four million let- 
ters have been mailed to vet- 
erans, and millions of telephone 
contacts have been made. VA 
Officials said it appears most 
servicemen who were prison- 
ers of war plan to remain in 
military service. However, th- 
ey have immediate eligibility 
for two readjustment benefits. 

One is payment of tuition 
costs of servicemen who go to 
school jinder the GI Bill, not to 
exceed the $220 monthly rate 
paid single veterantrainees. The 
other benefit is a VA guarantee 
of 60 percent of GI home lo- 
ans lenders make toservicemen 
and veterans, up to a maxi- 
mum of $12,500. 

Officials cited other VA ben- 
efits available to Vietnam Era 
veterans and servicemen: 

specially adapted housin 
(“wheelchair” homes) grants of 
up to $17,500, and $150 an- 
nual clothing allowances for cer- 
tain disabled veterans. 

dental and medical treat- 
ment, including drug treatment 

compensation for service 
connected disabilities; pensions 
for nonservice connected disa-

Soil Fertility 


Experiments With 
Peanuts In 1972 


The Cooperative Research 
Program, which began in 1967, 
to better define soil fertility 
requirements of peanuts was 
continued in 1972. This pro- 
gram is especially intended to 
improve correlation between 
fertilizer requirements and soil 
test values. This is accom- 
plished by conducting experim- 
ents on farmer’s fields throu- 
about the peanut growing area 
of southeastern Alabama. 

The selection of experimental 
sites is based on soil testing. 
Thirty - three experiments in 
eight counties ‘were initiated 
in 1973, and 23 were harvested 
(7 in Dale, 4 in Barbour, 3 
in Henry, 2 each in Crenshaw, 
Geneva, Houston and Pike and 
1 in Coffee), 

The experimental area in each 
farm was divided into the re- 
quired number of plots, each plot 
being 4 rows wide and 100 
feet long. Each farmer planted, 
cultivated, sprayed, and har- 
vested peanuts within all plots 
the same as those in the rem- 
ainder of his field. 

All experimental materials 
were applied by the research- 
ers Four plots in each ex- 
periment received notreatment; 
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the remaining plots consisted 
of four applications of one or 
more of the following treat- 
ments: (1) a ‘phosphorous - 
potassium fertilizer, (2) gyp- 
sum (3) basic slag @ “Magi- 
cal” (5) Borom or (6) lime. 


SUMMARY OF 1967 ~- 1972 
The last 6 years of experi- 
mentation of farmers’ fields 
have shown the following : There 
have been no yield increases 
from directly - applied P and 
‘K fertilizers in 34experiments. 
Gypsum in 57 experiments in- 
creased yields only in soils 
with soil test Ca at about 2000 
pounds per acre or less. Boron 
in 23 experiments increased 
quality nuts on soil very low 
in boron, Neither basic slag 
nor Fair field slag appears 
to be a satisfactory source of 
calcium when applied at bloom- 
ing time. “Magi Cal” sprayed 
on peanuts during blooming and 
pegging time is not satisfartory 
source of calcium,
